Biſognano who was Field malter, and Colonel 
General of the Batralion of Naples, deſiring 
that great Cavalier, who by his innated benig- 
nity had made himſelf beloy'd of all,and to 4 
ador'd alſo by all Naples; they deſir'd that 
he wold be pleas'd to be their Defender, and 
an interceflor *rwixt them and the Viceroy 
for a totall extinguiſhment of the Gabells, ac- 
cording to the favourable priviledges granted 
them, ſpecially by Charles the fifth: As' they 
were expecting the Prince of Bifignano, ſom 
of them going to the place where they exac- 
ed the Gabell of fruit at Chaggia; they put 
fire to the houſe , and burnt every thing | wn 
was in't, as they had don in other places; And 
the rabble {ti1] augmenting in that moſt popus» 
lous ſuburb, rhey divided themſelves into two 
Squadrons, or rather into two Armies: The 
lefſer ſort of boyes did pur in the middle the 
foreſaid Prince who was a horſeback, and de- 
firing them to be orderly, he ſayed, let's go to

wold. make-it his own task to procurethem 
complete fatisfaftion, In the-mean time many 
other-new recruits of peeple:coming from 0- 
ther parts of the City, they went to break 0- 
the priſon of Santa Maria d' Agnene, and 
af $.

Among thoſe Companies of Combatants 
which went abroad that day,there were a great 
many women with Archibuzes upon their 
ſholders, and other ſorts of arms, with their 
ſhe Captains, Alterezes and Sargeants, they ap- 

r'd like ſo many Amazons, and *twas a rarc 
ſight to behold, ſo chat the ancient time of Ne- 
ro ſeem'd to be renew d when he beficg'd 
Rome. The Companies went on, and in the | 
mid{t of two Soldiers a woman well clad, and | 
not ill favor'd, went with the Arms of his Ma- © 
jeſty upon her hexd,and with a writing in greac | 
letters round about it, Yiwa il Re, CF il fide= | 
liſſimo popolo di Napoli; Lect the King live, | 
and the moſt faithful peeple of Naples ; (he 
wentwith a naked ſword in her right hand,and | 
a Poynard in her ltr ; Ther tollowed after an | 
incredible nomber of ſhe Archiboziers, and | 
others arm'd with Pikes, Lances and Halbards, # 
others with clubs and ſtaves, wich faggots up- Þ 
on their backs,co put fire to the houſes of Tray- ? 
tors and public Thieves of their Country ; laſt- Z 
ly the lictle wenchcs of four or five yeers of 
age

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age went with little batoons and ſticks in their 
hands,a (peRacle ſtrange to behold. Ther came 
other Troops of women from divers parts of 
the City in good ordcr,carrying wood and ſul - 
far upon their back to fire where occaſion re- 
quir'd : And becauſe ther were Citizens e- , 
pough in the groſs of the Army about 1aſa-. 
niello able to make their party good againſt any 
power, the reſt were order'd by him to go to 
_ defend their own quarters and homes : Ther 
were ſom Banditi that had mingled themſelts 
with theſe Companies under a pretext to ſerve 
the peeple, but their deſign was,as *twas found 
afterwards, to take Booties, or to plot ſom 
Treſon. 

The Viceroy was not furniſh'd with provi- 
fron, nor wold they ſuffer any eatable thing to 
paſle to the Caltle, a Felluca was taken, which 
thought to have brought him proviſion ; The 
Couriers were ſtayed , who brought him 
Letters from divers places ; and he might be 
ſaid to be in a manner beſieg'd with all the 
Gentlemen in the Caſtle , the peeple haviog 


$ both Land and Sea in their abſolur poſſecflion. 


The Archbiſhop being return'd co the Caltle 


N to confer with the Viceroy, and the relt of the 
2 principal Miniſters, the laſt remedy by means 


T of that reverend Biſhop was applied to make a 
3 final Agreement : So the Viceroy deliver'd in- 
iz to his hands the Original Charter or Priviledg 
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of Charles the V. with a Promiſe in writing, 
ſubſcribed wich his own hand, to obſerve it 
firmly, deſiring him to go to the great Market 
place ro have it ſeen, and publiſhd in the 
Church of Carmine. 

When the Biſhop had the tru Priviledg in 
his hands he felt an extraordinary fit of com- 
fort, not doubcing but his beloved ſheep wold 
be now alrogerher quiceed, which certaioly 
had happen'd, had not a ſecret Treaty of 1Ma- 
talone, and Don Giuſeppe C wm his brother, 
againſt Maſamello, and his followers , bin 


diſcovered, which put all things again out of 


{quare. 

The Biſhop therefore being com to the great 
Maker place, and receav'd by the peeple with 
mighty revercnce and honor, he entred into the 
Church of Carmine, complemented by multt- 
tudes of peeple more then the ſaid Church 
could hold : The ſaid Charter was read with 
a loud voyce,and underſtood by all with a kind 
of Jubile of contentin:nc ; yer there wanted 
not, by the ſecret practiſe of the Devil, ſum 
who, taving (till rebcllious (pirics, ſuſpeRed 
the crach of that Charter, and that it was not 
the Original, bur a foppoſitious one ; wher- 


ypon {uipecting themſclts ro be deluded by the | 


Biſhop, they began co cry our, yea to threaten 
him by telling hum, Will your Eminence alſo 
deceave us? Ar whuch inſtant the Bilbop ſtood 
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in evident danger of his life : The Biſhop de- 
firing to penerrat the cauſe of thoſe es.

Ac 
which words Aaſani-lls grew very quier,

19. years a priloner,during the time of another

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Revolution happen'd in the Government of 
Oſſuna. Muſaxicllo therefore made the Pri- 
viledg to be deliver'd to that man, that he 
mizht ſtudy and review it, as he did all the 
night following with molt exa& diligence, all 
which time the Biſhop departed not from the 
Church of C.rmine : And it was by the diſ- 
poſition of God Almighty,and the moſt bleſſed

It happen'd, that the ſame day and time that 
his Eminence was to reaſon with the peeple in 
the Church of Carmine, another general whil- 
per was or'c-heard: For after the Charter of 
Charles the V. was read, that which the 
Viceroy did ſubjoyn was alſo read, which 
was, That he confirm'd all the ſaid Chartcr 
by aboliſhing all the Gabells and Impoſitions, 
and that he pardoned all the preple for what- 
ſoever they had don, and aftcd in that Com- 
motion, and he promis'd to obtain ſuch a 
pardon from his Catholic Majelty for any a&t 
of rebellion that might have happen'd : When 
this was heard, you wold not beleeve how 
greatly the peeple were mov'd , wherupon 
they began to cry out with a loud voyce, That 
they never comitted any a of- Rebellion, bur 
to have always bin mot faithful Vaſſals, and 
wold dye ſo towards his Mzsjeſty, who ( and 
they rais'd their voyces to a great height) they 
prayed to live a thouſand years : The thing 
they only delired was, that the Priviledges 
made 200d unto them by King Ferdinando, 
and Charles the Emperour, might be made 
good unto them now : Therupon . thinking 

they were gull'd and betrayed , they wold

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give ear no longer to any accord, as alſo be. 
cauſe in the ſaid Confirmation his Excellency 
did not ſp:cify , that the whele Kingdom

b-ing a whit ſatisf-d, they defir'd that the

The Biſhop about the evening diſpatcht to 
the Viceroy Father Franciſco Maria Filoma- 
rino, a Capuch'n, who was his brother, with 
other Gentlemen, praving him that he wold 
by all means yeeld to all Pretenſions, and give 
entire ſatisfaQtion unto the peeple, if he defir'd 


to prevent the miſchiefs that were like to en- 


ſue. When the faid Filomarimo was com in- 
to the Caſtle, he began to treat wirh the Vice- 
roy in the Biſhops name, with a great deal of 
affection and earneſines, in ſo much that 
by lictle and little they went overcoming all 
difficulties, ſo ther were high hopes that an ab- 
ſolut Accommodation wold enſue. 

In the mean time Maſaniello gaining power

which was firſt to kill Maſaniello their leader, - 
with divers others of the principall mutineers 
about the great Market place, and other cir- 
cumjacent precinQs, as *ewas afterwards dif- 
cover'd and hall be told hereafter. 

The ſayed Banditi being made to com be- 
fore Maſaviclls,they were receiv d with great 
demonſtrations of love, but.while they were 
there in his preſence, Perroxe made a motion, 
which

which was, that the ſaid Banditi ſhold go a 
horsback through the City, and take their 
quarters a part, which things he held to be 
very eſfentip#l, »nd conducing much to-the 
ſervice of the peeple, wherunto Maſariclls 
replred,that *rwas bootles to do this,t ut *twas 
ſutficient if divided they ſtood a foor ready' at 
his commands : Perroxe perſiſting -in his opi- 
nion ſayed often'that by all means the Bandici 
hold- be a horsback : Aafaniclls ſuſpeRting 
ſom ſiniſter praQiſcs of Perrone in giving this 
ſ{zme counſell, cans'd that he order'd more 
peremptorily they ſhold go'a foot ; and that 
chey ſhold not budg from ohe corner of the 
Market which he wold aſſign them for their 
quarter. The Banditi being much diſquieted in 


3 mind, becaufe they had not their intent to- 


wards the execution of their deſign, as they 
parted there were ſeven archibuz (ſhots made 
at Maſaniello, yet they mils*d him all , but 
{om ballers burar-part of his ſhire. and ſo fell 
to the earth, all which was elteem'd a miracle 
of the molt holy Iady de] Carmine, whoſe 
medail he carried about - his neck hanging 
down -to his breſt, Ev'ry one 'may imagine 
how much thisa& might have moy'd the 'pec- 
pie ro fury, bur * ther only happen'd confus'd 
dark rumors and whiſperings tor the preſent ; 
bur afterwards they fell upon thoſe: Bandirti 
and diſcharg'd 3co, musker hots at them, 
G 3 wherein

wherein they kill'd about thirty, ewo whereof 
fell down before the great Alcar, three in the 
Veſtry, one under the very ſeat where the | 
Archbiſhop was, aad thither he hed fled for 
ſafe-gard ; and the reſt in divers parts of the 
convent , diycrs alſo were hurt, but the heads 
of the (lain were ſet up upon poles 11 the | 
Markez place ; and ſom of them fcaping away 
into diyers places from the crowd , fled into 
Monaſterics, but moſt into Maria della Nuova *® 
de Zocviene. Perreve was preſently appre- * 
hended, and fetter'd by Adaſavielles order, ® 
and to be proceeded againſt as ſhall be told © 
ſpeedily, Then they went in queſt of one þ 
Hntiyo Graſſa ® man as notorious as facino- | 
rous, who was one of the chiefeſt of che plot, 
who was found, and murther'd in the ſame 5 
chamber where the Biſhop was, which was one | 
of the [iands of the Generall. He receiv'd | 
the ſhot in the window of the ſayed cham- *® 
ber whileſt perceiving himſelf to be purſu'd © 
by death, he ſought to fly into the cloyſter, |: 
which precipitat flight confirm'd the jealoufics © 
the peeplehad of him. The Biſhop was at © 
that time'in moſt eyident danger of his life,ne- Z 
verthelefle withour beg a whit moy'd or lo- * 
ling one crum of courage, he confeſs'd and 7 
ave abſolucion to the ſaid Antimo Graſſo be- Þ 
are he breath'd his laſt, | 
The noiſe was ſo great, and the ſhots ſa 
madny, | 
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3 mang,and the tumul ſo high in the Monaſtery, 
' the gates being open'd and pull'd off the hin- 


ges, that all the Fryers trembling with fea! 
chought they were al] dead men, and nigny of 
chem confelling one to the. other with cruci- 


| fixes in their hands, and other images,cxpeted 
| no other then ſudden death ; yer nevertheleſſe 
| the Archbiſhop did not give over, but with a 


notable magnanimity worthy of a Prelat did 
encourage them, diſtributing his paltorall be- 
neditions among them up and down with 


a my ſweet words of comfort. 


e peeple were much moy'd to ſee the 


g holy Church ſo polluted with blond, and 


rofan'd with {laughters, therefore thoſe dead 
dies were carried out inte the Market ;.and 
the peeple went to find our che reſt of the 
Banditi who were hid in divers places, wherc- 
of divers were kill'd , and the ret got o're the 
walls to ſave their lifes. Som were ta'ne alive 
who reveal'd the treaſon, intended againſt 
Haſaniello {ct afoot by the Dake of at 4- 
lone, either for revenging of the affront he had 
receay'd the munday befofe, or to perfor his 
promeh made to the Vice-Ray hoping there- 
y to diſanimate and ſo diſunite the peeple, 
their head Þeing cuc off, 
Here upon the peeple not only dwelling a- 
bout the Market place, but in other places, 


having notice given them that the ſaid 500.

Bandici came of purpoſe by the machinations 
of the Duke of Matalonito make away Ma- 
ſaiells, and that Perroxe was a chicf inſtru- 
ment to bring this about , Aſaſaniello com- 
manded rhe ſayed Perroxe to be kill'd, but to 
be firſt put to the torment to draw 'out of 
him rhe trace, order and manner of the plot, 
with his .complices, which being don, many 
things were diſcover'd tending to the preju- 
dice and lifes of the "ou He confefl'd in 
particttfar, that he and the reſt of the Bandiri * 
were ſent by order of the Duke of Mataloni , 
not only to murther the ſayed - Maſariello, 
but aiſo by a mine aſready made to blow up 
the Tle of the Honfe of HMaſaniello, with rhe 
contiguous Houſes under which there were al- 
ready rwenty eight barrels of powder put; 
and* therewith the' whole Convent of Car- 
mine; under which there were alſo a mine 
layed with ' pas ſtore of gun-powder, having 
co this eff<& receiy'd from the fayed Duke 3 
bilt for kimſelfand his complices, who were 
engap'd in the plot of fifteen thouſand 
crowhs; which accordingly was found about 
him: fo much Pzrrone confeſs'd and no more, 
and thongh *cwas enough, yer he confeſs'd 
not all, which was diſcover'd afterwards by o- 
cthers.: Having confeſs'd all th s, his head was 
chopr off with a brothers of his, and they were 
pitcht upon pikes in the Market place to be a 
ſpeRtacle to the world. *Twixt 
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'Twixt the Bandici who were taken alive, 


| and nor ſhot, one af them deſired his life of 
' Maſaniello, and he wold diſcover unto him 
| ſom conyurations far greater and more ge- 
| nerall then Perroxe confeſſed, or Graſſo cither, 
| which if he dereted, his life was promis'd 


him, provided his diſcoveries proy'd tru : 
Hereupon he reveal'd that the night follow- 
ing, preſuppoling that the foreſaid five hun- 
dred Banditi horſe had formerly had good 
ſucceſſe, there were inany Troops of Horſe to 
ſecond them, and-they were to ſet fre to cer- 
rain mines under the great matket place , at 
ſuch a time when ir was fulleſt of people, 
and trod by armed men, which commonly 
according to their former cuſtom. was us'd'to 
be about three hours in the night, ar the ſtri- 
king of which hour they were to give' fire to 
the mine, which confilted of fifty cantaras 
of Powder and more, amounting to fifreen 
thouſand pounds, or thereaboats;'and ſpread 
up and down through the bowells of the ſaid 
Market place, whichhad made fly into the aire 
all che peeple then preſent, and'blown up the 
edihces circumyjicent, with'the Monalterie 
and Church del Carmine, inſomiuch that there 
had periſh'd at lea't beſides the deſtruction of 
the holy buildings and profane, abatit one 
hundred and fifty thouſand ſohls : A caſe of 
infinite compaſſhon, juſtifying any other 
| bloody 
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bloody revenge which the pceple might have 


taken for ſuch a barbaroys and unheard of 
craclty: when the mines had taken efteRt, the 
Bandici were to diſperſc up and down, joyn- 
ing with ſom of the Gentry whom they had 
brought in with them, and fall upon the reſt 
of the common pceeple, and pur all to the 
ſword ; this being underſtood by A1a/anicle, 


' he erdredthat with all poſſible diligence thoſe 


fubtercanean places ſhold be ſearch'd that 
were reveal'd by the ſaid priſoner, which bes. 
ing found truand rea}l, he pardoned him his 
life, but with perpetuall banilhment from the 
City and Kingdom under pain of life; the 
fd powder being taken up from all thoſe 
places under ground,did ſerve for proviſion to 
the peeple for many days, for they had ſcarci- 
ty thereof. . 

It wasdifcover d alſo by the confeſſion cf 
other Banditi, being put upon the rack, thar 
by the machinations of Duke XMataloxe, and 
his brother Perroxe and Grafſa, having the 
chicf hand ——_ that the waters which by 
2qnedadts ſery'd the City of Naples were 

pyſan'd; as alſo the corne, which after much 
dilgene> being found to be tru, ſpecially in 
thoſe Ciſtetns which receive the rain water, 
2s.in the Seljaries, the public Markets, and 0- 
th'r places. mhabired by the meancr ſort of 
peeple,for it was prov'd that rwopoor children

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had died by thoſe waters; therefore the Aque. 
ducts which convey'd thoſe waters being bro. 
ken ope, notice was given by ſound of Trum- 
pet and Drum, with Bills fix'd in all quarters 
of the City, thatnone ſho}d drink of thoſe 
waters that paſs'd through the Formale,which 
was the common Aqueduct, Ar the ſame 
time by order of CHaſanicla were diſpatch'r 
many companies of armed foot and horſe 
through all che Cixy, and the Suburbs, to take 
the reit of the Banditi, wha were retir'd for 
lanAuaxy to divers Churches and Monaſteries, 
ſpecially in Sana Maria della Nuova , where 
a great number got ſhelcer, andit was bruiced 
abroad,that Don Gxi/eppe de Careffe was com 
alſo thither far favors which he had receiv'd 
from the Vice-Roy from Benevento to Na- 
ples : He plac'd alſo at che fame time divers 
gards at the gates,that the Cavaliers hold not 
get out to joyn in bands againit the peeple, 
which was much fear'd, out of the confefli 
which were dcawa from the forclayed Bandi- 
ti; therefore an exact ſcarch was made for 
theſe in all the Monaſterigs throughout the 
Ciry, where divers were found , and bei 
drag'd out they had their heads chopt off, an

Nwova of the Zoccolanti, where he had (c- 
cor'd himſelf, as alfo his brother Father Grege- 
ri0.Cavaffa Prior de la Roccella, who being al- 
ſiſted by God for his innocence and innaced 
gootnefſe', betante a Prophet to himſelf, and 
to his brother Don Guiſeppe, of the approach- 
ing danger that did menace thel? deſtruRtion , 
he exhorted & corjjur'd him toger away with 
him, and to transfer themſelfs to a place of 
greater ſecurity +'Bat he, not giving eare' to 
the'exhortations of the Prior, but yeelding:to

The Vice- 
J roy did excuſe himſelf as well as he cold, pray- 
ing him to excuſe him, becauſe he was trou- 
bled with a great pain in the head, and he wold 
be very glad of his company at any other 
time ; ſo he gave order preſently, chat his 
own Gondola thold be made ready to wait 
upon Semor Alaſaniello, where when he

cheſle, where they found a great deal of wel- 
com, and dainties, The Ducheſſe preſented her 
with a rich Diamond,and the Viſitor General 
took the young boy often in his arms and 
Kils'd him: Jſaſaniello's mother meeting upon 
the ſtairs withCayalier (o/mo Fonſecathe grand 
Ingeneer, who us'd to make Epiraphs, ſhe told 
him that he ſhold cell the Viceroy that her ſon 
fear'd no body but God, and his Excellence 
therfore he ſhold do well to ſend unto him! to 
refrain from ſo much fire and blood. 
Maſaniellobcing return'd from his recrea- 
tions at Poſilipo, was ſo heated with the abun- 
dance of wine that he had drunk, and with the

Yet 
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Yet many reaſons were urg'd for the con- 
tinuance of his command:Som fay that he was 
willing to reſigne it, but that by the ivſti- 

ation of his wife, and others of his kinred, 


he took a reſolution to keepit ſtill. Ochers | 
fay , as having heard himſelf fay, that he Þ 


continued ftill his power, becaulc if he left it, 
he was to expe no other but death , he was 
ſo generally hated by the Nubles ard Gentry 
for having burnt and deliroyed fo many pala- 
ces, and wealthy ſubſtances, put to death fo 
many of al ſorts,&c.Others ſay,that he conti- 
nued {till his authority, becaite ſenſe oppos'd 
reaſon, being allur'd with the ſweetnefle of 
rule and power.

that he had often given him ſom blowes, yer 
he. was conſtrained to dilemble and mellifie 
things, Arpaia alſo had his mortifications and 
dangers, he had publikely receiv'd a box from 
im,and all peeple were terribed by him, and 
ffconted, yet they knew not how to right 
hemſelves, he having at his devotion a hun- 
ired and tifty thouſand Combatants well 
rmed, although the major part, andthe moſi 
vill ſort of theſe did hate him, ſpecially ſince 
ac Sunday cyering,by reaſon of his inhumane

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cruelties ; therefore *'twas determined by the 
advice of Genoving and Arpaia , that all the 
peeple ſhoid make their addreſſes to the Vice- 
Roy, and aſſure him, that they not only mif- 
lik'd, but hated the carriage of Aſaſamells, 
and not to obey him any longer, bur ev'ry 
where, and in all things to depend upon the

was intended in the behalf of the Vice-Roy 
againſt his Patron Maſanie/lo, and meeting 
with ſome armed bands in the way confeders- 
ted and ligu'd together, he proudly ask'd 
them, why, and by whoſe authority and li- 
cenſe they: had taken up Arms? one of the 
Captains anſwer'd him ſtoutly, *twas by order 
of the Viceroy, Vitale impertinently replied, 
Well, well, Iam going :now to the Market, 
and thy head ſhall pay for it: The Caprain 
drew out his ſword, and gave him a (hrewd 
ſlaſh, which being ſeconded by a Musker ſhot,

2 little before ſcap'd our of his irons, where he 
attended the coming of the Archbiſhop File- 
marino to ling Male, and cclebrate the day as 
he us'd annu3lly to do, and he was ſcarce come 
to the Church door when ſaſaxiello meeting 
him full butt, ſayed,Molſt eminent Lord, I per- 
ceive now that the peeple will abandon me, 
and go about to deprive me of life. Ideltre 
that tor my conſolation,and of all this peeple, 
a ſolemn Cayalcatabe made, togerhee with the 
Viceroy, with the Collaterall, and all the Tri- 
bunalls of the City to this molt hofy Lady, for 
being thus to die, I ſhall die corcented ; Ther- 
forc I beſeech your Eminence to addreile this 
letter of mine to. the Viceroy , the Buhop em- 
brac'd him. and much commended his devori- 
on; and ſuddenly diſparc!''c a gentleman to 
the Palace with the ſayed letter to the Vice- 
roy, and going afterwards to the great A:tar 


. of the Lady of Carmine, he lean's, there, imten- 


dir 
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ding to ſing Maſe, the Church being full, and 
Eplenilh'd wich peeple as much as it could 
hold: Maſamells going up the degrees of the 
Altar, and taking a Crucihx in his hands, he rc- 
commended himſelf with much tendernefle un- 
co the peeple; that they [hold not forſake 
him, commemorating what he had don for 
them, he aggravated the difficulty of the de- 
ſign, the danger he incountred withall, the ha- 
tred of ſo many thouſands by reaſon of his tic- 
ry puniſhments, and the concjuſton at laſt of 


a little while he fell a doting,and accus'd him- 
ſelf of the badnefle of his life paſt, exhorting 
ev'ry one to make the like confeſſion before 
the feet of his ghoſtly Father, that Gods anger 
might be appeas'd,and becauſe he fell into ma- 
ny ridiculous expreſſions,and ſom ſavouring of 
hereſie, his gard forſook him; And the Archbi- 
ſhop not induring to hear him, being in the 
very a& of celebrating the Maſſe, he wrought 
ſo much that he got him down, which being 
don, he did proſtrate himſelf before the Bi- 
ſhops feet, praying his Eminence that he wold 
pleaſe to ſend his Chaplain to the Caſtle, to 
advertiſe the Viceroy, that he was willing to 
renounce his command unto his Excellence; 

which the Biſhop promiſing to do , he caus'd 

him to be conduded to a Dormitory to be dri- 


ed, for he was all in a ſweat, and to repoſe a-

the whole buſineſſe in that very Church. Then - 
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while, thinking him worthy of compaſſion: ſo 
the Biſhop return'd to his Palace, ; 
In the mean time Maſawells being refreſh- 
ed, and gon out into a great Hall, he was 
leaning over a Balcone to take the freſh air 
ſea-ward, ſom hardy gentlemen ruſh'd in, ac- 
companicd with much peeple,who having fiſt 
entred into the Church of Carmine, cricd a- 
loud, Let the King of Spain live, and let none 
hereafter under pain of life obey the com- 
mands of Maſanjells: and going thence to 
the Cloiſter under pretext to ſpeak with Aſa- 
ſaniello, and negoriate with him, they found 
him almoſt all alone, and hearing ſom body 
crying Maſenello, the unfortunate wretch 
meeting with thoſe who were conſpir'd to 
diſpatch him, he cold them, Ye go perhapsin 
ſearch of me; Behold me here my peeple: So 
they diſcharg'd four muſquet ſhots at him eve- 
ry one apart ; the firſt were Salvador , and 
Carlo Catanes brothers, Angelo eArdizzone, 
and Andrea Rama,who were four of the prin- 
cipall thatſlew him : ſo he fell preſently up- 
on the earth, crying after the firſt ſhot, Ah in- 
oratefulltraytors! And ſo he breath'd his laſt. 
Herceupon a batine came and cut off his head, 
which being put upon a lance, they went into 
the Church of Carmine, where theregvere ten 
thouſand peeple, and thence to the marker 
place, crying our, Let the King of Spain live 
an 
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and under pain of life let none henceforth 
name Maſaniello. Maſaxiello is dead, Maſa- 
»icllois dead ; and diſcharging many archibuz- 
ZCS, ad terrorem Without ball, the common 
peeple were ſo affrighted that they lot cheir 
ſpirits quite £. and ſeeing themſelves headleſle, 
they skulk'd here and there, not daring to do 
the leaſt oftrage unto them who flew their 
Captain Generall, that was ſo much fear'd, 0- 
bey'd, and reverenc'd: Inſomuch that they 
went ſecarely up and down the ſtreets, with 
his head upon a pole, and the boyes dragging 
his body up and down the channel!s and pub. 
like waycs, where there was money thrown to 
them that drew him, by many, ſpecially by the 
Gentry, who all this while durſt ſcarce peep 


out of their houſes, or appeer abroad publike- Þ 


ſy : So they got a horſe-back, and went to the 
Caltle to attend the Viceroy, and give him the 
joy, who entertain'd them with infinite de- 
monſ{trations of contentment. The Archbi- 
ſhop went alſo thither, who after he had com 
from the Carmine, had ſcarce reach*d his 
own palace, but the tidings of Aſaſanizllo's 
death was brought him, which made him go 
direRly to the Caſtle to acquit himſelf of thoſe 
duties of congratulation which were due £0 
the Viceroy, who ſending very {trit Orcers 


abroad that the ſtreet Captains (hold be ina. 


perfeR equipage and readinefle at his com- 
' mand, 
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mand , and that upon pain of life they ſhold 
not obey any body elſe whatſoever, He com- 
manded to apprehend the complices of ALa- 
ſaniello,as was don ; as his wife, his liſters, his 
kinred ; and being all made priſoners, they 
were brought up to the Caltle. And becaulc 
his brother Matteo was gon abroad to Bene- 
vento with more company, to take (as 'twas 
given out) the Duke of Mataleni, there were 
armed bands diſpatch'd thither ro apprehend 
him, and condut him to Naples , which was 
don, and he was committed to the Caltle, 
though afterwards to pleaſe the peeple, he 
with others were ſer at liberty, as thall be 
delared hereafter. 

There were armed bands ſent alſo to the 


| market place to bridle the peeple, and gard 


the goods that were there depoſitated , be- 
longing to divers owners. 

Theſe good Orders being given, the 
Viceroy was exhorted by the Biſhop, and 
by all the Nobilicy, and Miniſters Royall, 
to ſhew himſelf publikely up and down the 
ſtreets; Whereupon the Biſhop and he mount- 
ins on horſe-back, attended by all.che Coun- 
{c|lours, Miniſters, Othcers, Nobility and Gen- 
cry, with all the Tribunalls, being well gaxded 
with Horſe and Infantry, they went 2@ the

themſelfs hugger mugper betore, The Ladies 
alſo went up and down with their fardingalls, 
which formerly they durſt not do, by reaſon of 
Maſanielts's order to the contrary, yet they 
moderated their expences, and train, ſpecially

\ Theſame time that XMaſanielo was ſlain , 
ther happen'd two accidents, the firſt was,that 
the head and foot of Don Peppo Caraffa re- 
maining ſtil], expos'd to public view in ao iron 
Q grate: 


chat Church, 7ohn B aptiſfa Inlino , and causd 
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orate, upon the gate of Sa» Gennaro, with an 
inſcription, This is the head of Don Peppo Ca- 
raffa di Matalons, Traytor to his Countrey, f 
and of the moſt faithfull peeple of Naples, 
which was don by the command of Aaſanel.Þ 
lo, as was ſayed before in the ſucceſſes of the þ 
fourth day.There was ſcarce news had of the 
death of Maſantello,but that in that confuſion 
of peeple,four gentlemen adventur'd,being kin 
to the family of the araloni, to go boldly tof 
the ſayed gate, and in a commanding way, f 
though ther were 1000, ſoldiers thereabour, 
they got a ladder, and climing up, they broke 
the Iron grate with the Inſcription, and took 
out the head, which they carried in a fair fi]- 
ver baſon, cover'd with a fi]k towell, and 
brought 1t to the next Pariſh Church,cal'd Sas 
Fohn de Porta, delivering it to the Curat of

The {econd accident was, that CMaſamello a 
| little before his death began ro feel the pulſes 
| of the richeſt men up and down the City , de+- 
| manding of them many thouſands of crowns , 
| becauſe hepurpos'd,as he gave out,to make five 
millions of gold for the King, which he 
| had promis'd to his Excellence already by way 
| of Donative : which millions were effcually 

to be made up out of the moneys found in the 
barnt houſes, and a contribution of the Cape 
Merchants & Citizens of Naples, which he had 
eftefted within a few daics, had he nor dicd , 
therfore *ewas queſtion'd whether his death 
tended more to the fervice or diflervice of 
Spain, | 
Amoneſt thoſe rich Merchants he had ſent 
to one Gaſpar Roomer,a molt rich Flemin,who 
to prevent the firing of his houle, ſent twelye 
thouſand crowns unto Maſaniello, and fo re- 
tir'd ro'a very fair houſe, four miles our of the 
City,a place call*d /4 Barra, carrying with him 
all his beſt moveables, and goods he had in 
Naples. To this Marchant he ſent Savino Cor- 
verſo of the Carmine; a great confident of his 
| the ſame Tueſday; the day that he was ſlain; 
with an order of his in writing, at ſight where- 
of, he was to configh unto him 5000. Zecchins; 
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for the ſervice of his Catholic Majeſty , fince 
that hehad grown ſo rich outof good bargains 
he had from the Viceroys from time to time; 
Roomer could not tell how to avoid the com- 
plying with his deſires, and obey them ; ſo he 
deliver'd ſo much money in ready gold to the 
meſſenger, who leaving a recetpt behind him, 
and returning to Naples, he underſtood , as he 
paſs'd by a litcte Church hard by the Carmine, 
of what happen'd co Adaſanieho,ſo he imbark'd 
himſelf in a Felluca, and went away with the 
moneysto Rome; therupon the Merchant fent 
ſpies up and down to find him out : at laſt by 
the help of thoſe of his Order, for he wasa 
Fryer, he had notice where he was, and ſo 
recover'd much of his money. 

That Tueſday in the evening, was braughe 
to Naples the brother of the ſayed AMMaſanielo, 
and committed priſoner to the Caltle , toge- 


ther with his mother, and as they paſs'd, all 


cryed out room, room for the Lady Ducheſfle 


of Sarda;Wich the brother of Meſaniello were 
brought four heads of his companions, who | 
wold nor yeeld chemſclfs, but make reſiſtance | 
with muſquer (hot, and nine were taken alive, Þ 


the reſt mortally wounded, or put to flight. 

In this manner ended the life and Empire of 
AMaſanielo,having foretold it himfelf cheninth 
of July, the week before, being the third day 


of the Revolution, when going up to the Mar- 
ket 
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ket place, he told the peeple, that what he did, 
was for the public benefit of- the City, and he 
knew well, that when he had finiſh'd the work 
he ſaold be ſlain , and drag'd up and down the 
ſtreets of Naples; yet he delir'd the peeple ſhold 
remember him, and they anſwer'd we will all 
die with thee, And fo it happen'd, that having 
confirm'd the intereſts of the City upon Satur- 
day, and caus'd their priviledges, and the con- 
firmation of them, to be ſubſcrib'd and ſworn 
unto by the Viceroy, and all the Councells, he 
was the third day after affaflinated, and ha}'d 
up and down the ſtreets; his head was thrown 
into a ditch, call'd the corn-ditch hard by. the 
houſe of Ardizzone,and his body call into ano- 
ther ditch between the gates of Notawua and

there being no ceſlation of new ones 
eviy yeer by the Miniſters of the ſaid

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Catholic. Majeſty, the greareſt pan 
whereof were impos'd by the voices of 
the Nohility and Gentry, and with vio- 
lence of penall mandates and imprifon- 
ments: having alſo within theſe few yeers 
of War (which his Catholic Majeſty 
hath had) leavied from them one hun- 
dred millions, whereby rhis moſt faith- 
full peeple was, and is reduc'd to ſuch an 
extreme neceſsity, that rhe greater part 
of them were ready to famiſh , and the 
Fathers, Mothers, and Huwgbands were 
conftrained art very low rates to expoſe 
che moſt dear treaſure of honeſty, and 
chaſtity of living , by reaſon of thoſe 
hard and violent exaRtions of the ſaid 
Gabells, for which, peeple of all ſexes 
were caſt into priſons, execured , and 
forc'd to pay under pain of exceſsive 
puniſhments, there being promis'd on the 
cortrary tothe Nobility, and powerfull 
perſons, an gs 2 from the ſaid 
Gabclls and Impoſitions; whereby many 
of them became extremely rich, by ren- 
ting and farming the ſaid Impoſitions;

0: Andthis being concluded, and a- 
greed upon, it was treated by ſom of the

that this was don againſt the will of this 
moſt faithfull peeple: And whereas 
when they wold have repreſented all 
ehis to his Excellence the Vice-Roy in 
the royall Palacc, they were ſuddenly aſ- 
faulted by Mus ker ſhot and Archibuzzes 
fromthe Kings Soldiers, thereupon they 


were conſtrained ro take Armes againe 
| for 
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for the defence of this moſt faithful pee- 
ple the 21. of Auguſt laſt paſt , bur al- 
waies with theſe cries, let the King 
of Spain live, with other demonſtrations 
of love and Loyalty rowards his Maje- 
ſty. Whereupon his ſayed Excellency 
granted new graces and priviledges , re- 
medying alſo thoſe things, - which were 
the cauſes of grievance to this moſt fairh- 
full pceple, and ſo reduc'd again this Ci- 
ty to peace and univerlall cranquillity , 
by the mediation of their moſt reverend 
Archbiſhop aforeſayed , who went up 
and down this City on horſeback , aſſu- 
ring this moſt faithfull peeple of the 
ſayed peace and quictneſſe , another ſo- 
lemn oath cnſuing thereupon from the 
ſayed Viceroy, within the Church of 
Santa Barbara, which is in Caſtlenuovo, 
the ſeventh of September, 1647. Now 
expecting the confirmation of all the 
layed Graces and Priviledges from his 
Catholic Majeſty, on the firſt of Sep- 
rember, the report being going abroad 
{uddenly, though doubttull at firſt , thar 
his Higlineſſe, Don Fohn of CAuſtria his

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Majeſtics Son was to arrive at this Porr, 
witch a royall Army, this peeple did run 
with an univcrſall applauſe, thirſting ro 
fee ſo noble a perſonage, beeing of the 
blood of her moſt beloved King, and 
when from day to day they hoped to ſee 
him, ir was repreſented unto them that 
| he wold nor diſ- imbarque, if this moſt 
faithfull pceple wold not lay downe 
their Armes, which was ſuddenly don, 
alchough according to their Priviledges 
they might have refusd to have don it 
inſomuch that upon Saturday 'in the 
morning the fifch of the ſame moneth, 
there appear'd not one armed perſon 
throughout the whole City , bur there 
was an univerſall quietneſſc; And as they 
were greedy to fee ſuch a Prince from 
whom they expected graces and favors, 
upon a ſudden about mid-day this City 
was Occupicd by the royall Soldiers by 
force of Armes, entring into many Mo- 
naſteries and Conſervatories , violating 
Virgins, and committing other exorbi- 
rant exceſſes; and at the ſame time the 
City was aſſaulted, and battered with a-

Cannon ſhot from the 
three Caſtles on ev'ry fide, and by above 
forty veſclls and Gallies for many days 
and nights continually , and ſince thar 
time tothis, whereby fo gentle, and no- 
bleaCity,the garden of Europe,was like 
ro be made even tothe ground, with all 
her moſt noble Edifices, Churches,Mo- 
naſteries of both Sexcs, with other pla- 
ces of picty, and her Inhabitants excin- 
guiſh'd againſt all = and Religion; 
bur the bleſſed Lord did not permit thar 
ſuch cruell and fierce acts of his Catho- 
lic Majeſties Miniſters ſhold have the 
ctfe&t of their defires. 

Wherefore this moſt faithfull peeple 
hath been conſtrained ro have recourſe 
zo the naturall remedy for their own pre- 
ſervation, and having no hopes other- 
wiſe of quietneſſe, or that the royall 
Miniſters wold perform what they pro- 
mis'd ſo often; 'twas thought therefore 
neceſſary to fly firſt to the divine Maje- 
ſty, to the moſt glorious Virgin his 
Mother, and to the bleſſed San Gennare, 
and to all the other Saints, who axe Pro- 
rector 
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tectors of this noble City and Kingdom; 
- ſupplicating and invoking them to aſ- 
fiſt her in her juſt defence, praying alſo 
with entire zeal the holineſle of Chriſts 
Vicar,the ſacred Colledge, and Prelates 
of the Church,the Majeſty of tt - Empe- 
ror, of other Kings and Republiques, of 
Princes , Dukes, Marqueſles, Couats, 
Barons, with all other Dignities and 
Titles whatſocver, or degtees conſtiru- 

rured, and every fairhfnll Chriſtian, thar 
as well by prayer,as 2Il other means they 
can and ſhall know to be neceſſary, they 
wold pleaſc to aftoord their help and fa- 
favour, for the protection of this moſt 
faithfull peeple in their ſaid defence,and 
beſides the remuneration which they 
may expect from the. goodnefſe of God 
' Inan Aﬀof ſo much Juſtice and Piety, 
this moft fairhfull peeplc ſhall be ever 
bound to dothe like or greater curtefies 
unto them according to their power in 
all occurrences.
